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ADVISORY ACTION 

The response filed on 5/4/2005, under 37 CFR 11116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance for the following reasons. 

First of all, even if applicants' amendment were entered, the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection over US 6,878,717 would remain. Contrary to applicants' 
urging, the rejection is not based gleaning applicants' invention but reading the 
specication and examples and the claims of the US 6,878,717, Note the said species is 
disclosed in the example B14, compound 46 in Table 2. 

Secondly, addition of new claims raises a 112 second paragraph and 112 first 
paragraph issues. For example, claims 27, 28, 29, 30 and 31 are duplicate claims of 
claims 2, 23, 24, 26 and 30 and there are improper multiple dependent claims. In 
addition specification has no N-oxide species, which will raise 1 12 first paragraph issue. 

Thirdly, claim 48 is outside the scope of originally presented claims and would 
require new search. In addition it would be deemed as new matter as specification has 
no support for the complex embraced in the claim. 

Based on these, the After Final amendment is not entered and all rejections 
made in the previous office action are maintained.
